Butterfly  ”  Staff 


Employers  are  speaking  more  and  more  of  the  unusually 
high  rate  of  staff  turnover  that  they  are  experiencing 
lately.  This  in-and-out  flow  of  workers,  described  as 
“exceptional”  and  even  as  “abnormal”  in  some  cases,  is  obvious 
on  both  the  manufacturing  and  retail  sides  of  the  motor 
industry,  but  appears  to  be  fairly  general  throughout  industry. 

One  of  the  explanations  for  the  trend  is,  no  doubt,  the 
all-round  unsettled  conditions  of  these  times.  Disturbing 
Influences  throughout  the  world  affect  everyone  in  some  way 
or  the  other,  and  in  the  “ranks  of  labour”  this  noticeably 
manifests  itself  in  a  restlessness  that  leads  to  a  frequent 
changing  of  jobs.  A  part  cause,  too,  will  be  the  competing 
pull  of  one  trade  or  industry  against  another  in  respect  of 
higher  pay,  easier  work  and  shorter  hours. 

Whatever  the  causes,  the  phenomenon  is  bad.  From  the 
employee’s  point  of  view,  if  he  persists  in  remaining  a  rolling 
stone  he  will  not  gather  to  himself  any  of  the  proverbial  moss. 
And  from  the  employer’s  it  is  obvious  that  he  cannot  continue 
to  steer  the  ship  properly  if  his  crew  are  in  a  constant  state 
of  flux.  The  situation  is  considered  to  be  serious  enough 
to-day  to  be  studied  by  some  trade  organisations. 

In  the  meantime,  what  can  be  done  by  the  individual 
employer  who  finds  his  business  disrupted  by  constant  goings 
and  comings  of  staff?  One  practical  idea  suggests  itself.  In 
recognition  of  the  fact  that  conditions  have  changed  since 
the  days  when  he  was  himself  an  employed  person,  it  might 
be  found  worth  while  to  sit  back  and  ask  the  question:  “If 
I  came  into  this  firm  to-day,  as  an  employee,  what  would  I 
find  here  that  would  make  me  want  to  stay  put,  or,  alterna¬ 
tively,  to  move  on?” 

Adding  up  the  pros  and  cons  under  such  headings  as: 
Managerial  attitude,  working  conditions,  ^ 
team  spirit,  general  “atmosphere,”  incen-  yf  J 
tives  for  enterprise,  and  so  on,  might 
provide  valuable  clues  to  follow  up.

“Consumer  resistance”  ^ 

HE  motor  industry  is  sometimes 
credited  with  using  “high  pres¬ 
sure’’  salesmanship,  by  which  it 
is  meant  to  imply  that  the  zeal  for  the 
sale  at  times  outstrips  ethical  con¬ 
siderations  of  the  customer’s  best  in¬ 
terests.  Such  an  accusation,  for  that 
is  what  it  amounts  to,  is  manifestly 
unfair.  The  difference  is  in  degree 
rather  than  in  method,  and  the  “spivs” 
are  by  no  means  confined  to  or  pre¬ 
ponderant  in  the  motor  industry. 

It  stands  to  reason  that  a  man  is  not 
going  to  buy  a  £1,500  car  with  the 
same  readiness  that  he  will  purchase 
a  motor-mower,  or  even  a  television 
set.  The  very  substantial  sum  of  money 
at  stake  automatically  creates  a  con¬ 
siderable  volume  of  tough-fibred  “con¬ 
sumer  resistance,”  and  that  calls  for 
a  high  degree  of  persuasive  salesman¬ 
ship  in  its  surmounting. 

“Tough  egg”  customer 

Broadly  speaking,  the  typical  car- 
buyer  is  making  an  investment  he  will 
have  to  “live  with”  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  mere  driving  away  of  the 
car  automatically  depreciates  its  mar¬ 
ket  value — perhaps,  in  normal  times, 
to  the  extent  of  a  hundred  pounds  or 
even  hundreds  of  pounds.  No  man  is 
going  to  plunge  into  such  a  purchase. 
His  defences  are  up  and  fully  manned. 
To  use  the  Wodehousian  epithet,  as  a 
customer  he  is  a  “tough  egg.”  It  there¬ 
fore  behoves  the  car  salesman  to  use 
every  legitimat-e  weapon  in  his  sales 
armoury,  and  to  wield  them  to  the 
utmost  of  his  skill.  Some  of  the  clever¬ 
est  sales  psychologists  are  to  be  found 
among  car  salesmen,  and  it  is  the  very 
brilliance  of  their  efforts  that  fosters 
the  idea  that  the  tsrpical  car  salesman 
has  talons  for  hands  and  a  razor-sharp 
beak  for  a  nose. 

In  using  the  term  “high  pressure”  in 


Our  contributor  explains  the  important 
mind’’  and  ^^high* 


my  opening  sentence  I  was  careful  to 
put  it  in  inverted  commas,  to  indicate 
I  was  quoting  and  not  enunciating.  I 
hate  the  expression  as  applied  to  saies- 
manship.  It  is  invariably  used  in  a 
derogatory  sense,  and  suggests  a  ruth¬ 
less  determination  to  force  the  sale  at 
all  costs.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  high 
pressure  or  low  pressure,  but  of  no 
pressure.  Persuasion,  yes,  and  every 
bit  of  it  you  can  bring  to  bear,  but 
pressure,  no!  I  am  not  juggling  with 
words;  it  is  a  question  of  being  led, 
not  driven. 

Useful  definition 

There  is  all  the  difference  in  ihe 
world  between  pressure  and  per¬ 
suasion.  Webster’s  dictionary  defi¬ 
nition  of  “persuasion”  is  most  interest¬ 
ing:  “  .  .  .  act  of  influencing  the  mind 
by  arguments  or  reasons  offered,  or  by 
anything  that  moves  the  mind  or  pas¬ 
sions,  or  inclines  the  will  to  a  deter¬ 
mination.” 

That  might  almost  be  a  definition  of 
salesmanship  itself.  It  bears  analysis. 
“Influencing”  the  mind  (the  sale  takes 
place  in  the  mind  of  the  customer), 
not  browbeating  or  bludgeoning  it;  by 
'arguments  or  reasons  offered,”  not  by 
verbal  adroitness,  or  even  bombast; 
“the  mind  and  passions.”  appeal  to 
the  emotions  as  well  as  to  reason; 
“that  inclines  the  will  to  a  determina¬ 
tion,”  clinching  the  sale. 

What  you  have  to  sell 

The  Ideal,  of  course.  Is  to  allow  the 
customer  to  believe  that,  so  far  from 
being  “sold”  the  car,  he  bought  It  en¬ 
tirely  of  his  own  volition;  it  is  his  own 
unfettered  and  freely  expressed  choice.

III  a  number  of  instances  this  may 
strictly  be  true;  it  should  appear  to  be 
true  in  all  Instances. 

The  man  who  has  firmly  made  up 
his  mind  to  buy  a  particular  make  and 
model  of  car  is  relatively  easy  to  deal 
with,  though  he  still  has  the  choice  of 
buying  the  car  from  you  or  one  of  your 
competitors.  What  you  have  to  sell 
in  these  circumstances  is  not  so  much 
the  car  (he  has  sold  himself  that)  as 
the  service  which  goes  with  it.  You 
have  to  piersuade  him  that  to  buy  the 
car  from  you  instead  of  the  X.Y.Z. 
company  in  the  next  town  is  going  to 
be  a  much  happier  transaction,  with 
the  prospect  of  a  long  and  satisfactory 
after-sale  relationship. 

In  brief,  you  have  to  sell  the  custo¬ 
mer  on  the  idea  that  you  are  delightful 
people  with  whom  to  do  business,  and 
the  soul  of  integrity  and  straight-deal¬ 


ing.  You  have  to  persuade 
the  customer  to  that  end. 

Where  the  customer  is 
wavering  between  one 
make  of  car  (for  which  you 
are  agents)  and  another  (for  which 
you  are  not),  the  situation  is  not  quite 
so  easy.  Here  you  have  a  double  task 
— to  sell  your  make  of  car,  and  to  sell 
the  idea  of  his  buying  it  from  you.  One 
might  add  a  third  part  to  the  task — to 
persuade  him  to  buy  it  now,  and  not 
at  some  vague  time  in  the  future. 

Critical  closing  stages 
What  can  one  do  to  clinch  the  sale? 
Earlier  articles  in  this  series  have 
dealt  with  the  general  process  and 
psychology  of  selling,  and  we  are  here 
concerned  with  the  critical  closing 
stages  of  the  sales  interview,  when 
success  or  failure  hangs  in  the  bal¬ 
ance.  The  balance  is,  of  course,  be¬ 
tween  the  factors  which  favour  an 
immediate  sale,  and  those  which  mili¬ 
tate  against  it. 

The  use  of  persuasion  in  selling  may 
be  defined  as  the  accentuation  of  every 
positive  factor  which  helps  the  sale, 
and  the  minimising  of  every  negative 
factor  which  hinders  the  sale.  As  an 
example  of  a  positive  factor  may  be

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cited  the  fact  that  a  model  of  precisely 
the  colour  preferred  by  the  prospect’s 
wife  is  in  the  showroom  available  for 
immediate  delivery  (“ready  to  drive 
away,  sir”) ;  and  of  a  negative  factor, 
the  possibility  of  a  reduction  in  price 
in  the  near  future. 

Other  issues  having  been  disposed 
of,  and  the  choice  narrowed  down  to 
one  particular  car,  the  balance  is  then 
between  desire  to  possess  and  price 
resistance. 

Build  desire  to  possess 

In  the  article  immediately  previous 
to  this,  I  sought  to  prove  that  any 
attempt  to  beat  down  price  resistance 
was  doomed  to  failure,  and  that  the 
only  safe  thing  to  do  was  to  build  de¬ 
sire  to  possess.  Each  need  satisfied  in 
anticipation  creates  a  stratum  of 
desire,  as  does  each  wish  gratified. 

The  experienced  salesman  is  able  to 
discover,  by  tactful  questions  and  ana¬ 
lytical  thinking  about  the  answers, 
what  buying  motives  are  likely  to 
apply  to  the  customer  in  front  of  him. 
Again  and  again  he  returns  to  these 
points. 

On  the  logical  plane  it  may  be  that 
the  car  gives  so  many  miles  to  the  gal¬ 
lon.  On  the  “emotional”  plane.  It  may 
be  that  the  car  has  a  strong  “snob 
appeal”  in  that  it  is  the  fashionable 
car  of  the  day.  Here  the  salesman  may 
exploit  that  part  of  sales  technique 
which  dictates  the  use  of  a  negative 
statement  to  make  a  positive  point,  for 
example:  “I  don’t  suppose  this  will 
matter  to  you  in  the  slightest,  sir,  but 
this  car  is  regarded  to-day  as  having 
the  highest  social  prestige  rating.  It 
is  being  used  as  their  personal  car  by 
such  people  as  the  Marquess  of  Blank 
and  Lord  So-and-so.” 

Justified  artifice 

The  justified  artifice  here  is  that  the 
salesman  says  that  he  feels  sure  the 
man  in  front  of  him  is  too  sensible  to 
be  swayed  by  such  snobbish  considera¬ 
tions,  when  actually  he  knows  that 
that  argument  will  carry  a  great  deal 
of  weight  with  this  particular  pros¬ 
pect,  and  may  turn  the  scale  In  the 
salesman’s  favour.  It  is  a  particularly

good  point  to  make,  where  applicable, 
when  a  woman  is  involved  in  the  pur¬ 
chase.  A  woman  hates  to  be  out  of  the 
car  fashion  as  much  as  any  other 
fashion. 

Customer  with  “two  heads” 

“Can  you  picture  yourself  driving  up 
to  your  golf  club  house  in  this  car, 
sir?”  A  direct  snob  appeal,  but  nicely 
expressed.  No  high-pressure  selling 
there,  but  subtle  persuasion.  It  starts 
something  in  the  mind  of  the  prospect. 

Reference  may  be  made  here  to  the 
customer  with  two  heads.  Every  sales¬ 
man  knows  him,  though  perhaps  not 
by  that  name.  You  have  present  the 
customer  with  two  heads  when  two 
persons  come  in  to  buy  one  car.  It 
may  be  husband  and  wife,  or  father 
and  son,  or  the  actual  buyer  with  an 
“expert”  friend  in  tow. 

Husband  and  wife  are  legally  one, 
and  usually  .they  think  reasonably 
alike.  It  is  good  advice  to  concentrate 
on  the  one  with  the  stronger  will  and 
more  dominant  personality,  but  what¬ 
ever  you  do  keep  the  other  party  In  the 
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picture,  especially  if  he  or  she  will 
eventually  have  to  sign  the  cheque! 

With  father  and  son,  you  may  have 
a  little  clash  of  wills.  The  father  may 
favour  something  “sensible,”  while  the 
son  naturally  inclines  towards  some¬ 
thing  a  little  more  “sporty.”  Some  nice 
psychological  tight-rope  walking  may 
be  called  for  here.  It  is  a  clear  case  of 
encouraging  your  prospects  to  do  most 
of  the  talking,  at  least  at  the  outset, 
so  that  you  can  listen  analytically  and 
mentally  prepare  your  sales  argu¬ 
ments.  You  may  learn  that  the  car  is 
required  for  business  and  social  pur¬ 
poses;  that  the  son  will  do  most  of  the 
driving;  that  only  the  son  has  any 
mechanical  flair;  that  the  father’s  real 
interest  is  golf;  and  he  is  a  widower. 

Subtle  suggestion 

Every  one  of  these  points  has  its 
sales  significance.  The  broad  line  of 
approach  would  be  to  do  the  real  sell¬ 
ing  to  the  son,  and  leave  him  to  sell  to 
his  father.  But  if  you  can  get  in  a 
subtle  suggestion  that,  after  all,  the 
father  is  still  a  comparatively  young 
man,  and  that  he  would  not  look  in 
the  slightest  degree  out  of  place  in  a 
car  recognised  as  a  sportsman’s  first 
choice,  you  may  help  the  sale  along 
considerably. 

When  the  prospective  buyer  is  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  self-assured  expert, 
who  is  no  relation  but  who  is  just  there 
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as  “a  friend,”  trouble  may  not  be  far 
off.  The  expert  may  deem  it  his  duty 
to  do  everything  possible  to  impede 
the  sale,  in  the  mistaken  notion  that 
that  is  what  he  is  there  for.  He  has 
a  maddening  way  of  countering  the 
salesman’s  best  arguments  by:  “Well, 
of  course,  you  are  selling  it!” 

The  trial  run 

One  experienced  salesman,  speaking 
of  the  customer  with  two  heads,  said: 
“When  I  have  one  of  these  situations, 
I  sell  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability  to  the 
expert,  and  then  stand  back  and  let 
him  sell  the  car  to  the  man  who  is 
going  to  sign  the  cheque.  Usually  he 
does  it  far  better  than  I  could,  because 
he  knows  his  friend  intimately,  and 
can  talk  to  him  as  I  would  never  dare 
to.  But  if  I  ignore  the  expert  and  seek 
to  put  him  in  the  wrong,  he  will  kill 
the  sale  for  me  out  of  sheer  cussed¬ 
ness.” 

Something  must  be  said  of  the  trial 
run,  which  corresponds  to  the  demon¬ 
stration  in  speciality  selling.  Very 
few  persons  indeed  will  buy  a  car  with¬ 
out  a  trial  run,  and  it  is  at  this  stage, 
nine  times  out  of  ten,  that  the  sale  is 
won  or  lost. 

The  trial  run  has  two  outstanding 
features  from  the  salesmanship  stand¬ 
point — the  salesman  is  able  to  demon¬ 
strate  the  car’s  good  points,  instead  of 
merely  to  talk  about  them;  and  if  the

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prospect  can  be  got  to  take  the  wheel 
(and  can  be  trusted  to  do  so,  of  course) 
the  tremendously  important  psycho¬ 
logical  factor  of  a  sense  of  ownership 
comes  into  play.  The  man  at  the  wheel 
of  a  gleaming  and  powerful  new  car 
already  owns.it  in  his  mind,  and  that’s 
where  the  sale  takes  place,  not  in  the 
showroom.  Desire  to  possess  thus  crea¬ 
ted  is  the  salesman’s  most  potent 
counter  to  price  resistance. 

When  the  prospect  steps  out  of  the 
car  after  the  trial  run  is  the  psycho¬ 
logical  time  to  employ  the  arts  of  per¬ 
suasion.  The  customer  is  then  most 
malleable;  don’t  let  him  harden  again 
if  you  can  help  it.  His  defences  have 
been  lowered  by  a  convincing  demon¬ 
stration  of  what  the  car  will  do,  and 
now  is  the  time  for  the  final  assault. 
But  not  high-pressure  stuff,  w'hich 
may  put  him  actively  on  the  defensive 
again.  Never  forget  that  you  may  be 
doing  your  best  selling  when  it  is  least 
apparent  that  you  are  selling. 

Worth  and  value 

In  conclusion,  a  few  words  about 
worth  and  value,  w’hich  I  touched 
upon  in  my  previous  article.  Value  is 
determined  by  what  is  put  into  the 
car  by  the  makers;  worth  is  measured 
by  what  the  customer  gets  out  of  the 
car  in  use.  Because  the  manufacturer 
has  to  deal  with  a  vague,  impersonal 
composite  customer,  he  is  likely  to  con¬ 
centrate  on  value,  leaving  it  to  the 
dealer’s  salesman  to  stress  the  worth 
of  the  car  to  the  specific  prospect. 


As  a  salesman,  do  not  recite  extracts 
from  the  maker’s  catalogue  or  speci¬ 
fication.  Assume  that  the  prospect  has 
familiarised  himself  with  the  purely 
technical  data,  as  far  as  he  wishes  to 
know  it,  and  go  all  out  to  prove  that 
the  car  is  not  merely  a  good  car,  but 
exactly  the  right  car  for  him. 

Used  cars  and  accessories 

What  has  been  written  above  has 
been  related  to  a  new  car,  but  the 
same  principles  apply  to  the  sale  of 
used  cars,  and  of  accessories.  To  sell 
a  used  car  at  £450  to  one  man,  may  be 
even  more  difficult  than  to  sell  a  new 
car  at  £1,250  to  another.  With  used 
cars  you  have  a  higher  degree  of 
cautiousness,  even  suspicion.  For  this 
reason,  the  used-car  salesman  needs  to 
be  even  more  of  a  psychologist  than 
his  colleague  in  the  elaborate  show¬ 
room,  The  little  man  in  search  of  a 
good  used  car  has  a  horror  of  “buying 
a  pup,’’  and  the  greater  part  of  selling 
exists  in  establishing  confidence. 

The  salesman  working  for  a  reput¬ 
able  firm,  long  established  In  the 
neighbourhood,  will  know  how  to  make 
sales  capital  out  of  this.  Seek  to  sell 
the  firm  rather  than  any  particular 
car.  The  prospect  who  says  “I  don’t 
care  for  any  car  you  have  here  to-day, 
but  I  shall  certainly  look  back,  because 
I  like  your  straightforward  methods’’ 
has  definitely  got  the  right  idea.  And 
so,  apparently,  have  you.

“Illegal  principle” 

AST  year  “The  G.  and  M.A.’s’’ 
report  of  the  annual  conference 
of  the  Motor  Agents’  Association 
was  headed  “Petrol  Flares  up  at  M.A.A. 
Conference.”  At  this  year’s  gathering 
being  held  this  week  at  Torquay,  the 
flames  have  well  and  truly  spread  to 
tyres. 

In  short,  the  garage  trade  don’t  like 
the  revised  Tyre  Plan — at  least,  they 
don’t  like  the  inclusion  of  mixed  re¬ 
bates,  In  fact,  many  of  them  feel  that 
the  acceptance  of  this  “illegal”  prin¬ 
ciple  has  wrecked  the  plan  altogether, 
and  that  it  goes  against  everything 
that  they  have  fought  for  towards 
trying  to  keep  the  tyre  trade  “in  the 
family.” 

That  was  the  tone  of  members  at  the 
open  council  meeting  on  Wednesday, 
when  they  also  got  quite  hot  round 
the  collar  over  another  distribution 
scheme,  that  of  cars,  and*  completed

the  hat  trick  by  talking  proportional 
representation  for  Class  D  men  right 
out  of  existence. 

It  was  not  exactly  a  blustering  ses¬ 
sion.  however,  due  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  calm,  steady  and  very  fair  chair¬ 
manship  of  President  T.  Stuart 
Malcolm. 

Reporting  on  British  Motor  Trade  Asso¬ 
ciation  activities.  S.  M.  ralTyii  had  warned 
of  the  "threat”  to  the  “way  of  life”  of  the 
motor  trade  in  the  Monopolies  Commission’s 
investigation  into  their  trading  practices. 
They  had  to  defend  the  principle  that  ohce 
a  price  was  fixed  by  a  manufacturer,  in 
competition  with  other  manufacturers,  it 
stayed  fixed  at  the  retail  level.

Mr  Caffyn  told  the  delegates  that  the 
attention  of  the  B.M.T.A.  at  the  moment 
was  directed  mainly  to  ca.ses  of  price  cut¬ 
ting  in  the  tyre  trade,  and  this  had  given 
a  lead  to  Deputy  President  iiarold  Smith, 
who  reported  on  Tyre  Trade  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  activities. 

Mr.  Smith  said  that  in  May  there  were 

67  cases  of  price-cutting  under  review,  and 

68  at  the  beginning  of  June. 

Fewer  stocking  dealers 

Referring  to  the  new  Tyre  Plan,  he  dis¬ 
closed  that  the  first  returns  showed  there 
were  1.919  stocking  dealers,  compared  with 
2.400  last  year.  It  was  likely,  however,  that 
this  figure  would  ri.se  to  about  2.250.  Num¬ 
bers  in  Classes  5  and  6  had  about  doubled 
and  were  now  around  600. 

Itiit  it  was  the  mixed  rebates  tiiat  raiised 
file  most  row.  Tlie  maimfaoturers  had 
never  intended  them  to  be  a  part  of  the 
plan.  and.  in  fact,  regarded  them  as  illegal, 
said  Mr.  Smith.  They  were  to  be  allowed 
during  I  he  present  period,  however,  because 
of  tlie  many  commitments. 

But  members  were  not  going  to  take  that 
lying  down,  and  up  got  L.  .McVitie  (West 
Midland),  to  call  it  “a  very  serious  blow 
indeed.”  It  was  a  contradiction  of  every¬ 
thing  they  had  been  striving  for:  to  keep 
(he  tyre  trade  within  the  family.  It  was 
a  blow  to  such  people  as  the  genuine  service 
dealers,  who  had  been  doing  their  utmost 
to  put  the  tyre  trade  where  it  rightly  be¬ 
longed. 

Manufacturers  sorry 

Tlie  President,  T.  Stuart  Malcolm,  Inter¬ 
vened  to  say  that  the  manufacturers  were 
now  .sorry  that  they  did  not  come  down 
heavily  on  the  matter  of  mixed  rebates.  And 
so  far  as  the  plan  as  a  whole  was  concerned, 
he  felt  that  while  the  M.A.A.  had  not  got 
perfection,  they  were  handling  it  in  the 
best  way. 

Harold  Smith  came  back  then  to  assure 
Mr.  McVltie  that  the  M.A.A. ’s  representa¬ 
tives  on  the  T.T.J.C.  did  welcome  the  plan 
and  regarded  it  as  a  “triumph  of  common 
sense.”  The  only  objection  was  the  mixed 
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ixed  rebates:  Discuss  *^five~ 
lass  D  representation 


rebates  question,  and  he  was  sure  that  if 
iiieinhers  stayed  loyal  to  the  present  plan 
for  six  months,  they  would  get  a  new  one 
from  the  manufacturers  —  without  mixed 
rebates. 

Despite  this  statement,  S.  W.  I'ajne 
(Squth-Eastern),  was  emphatic  that  the 
mixed  rebates  had  killed  the  plan,  and 
K.  F.  Vereker  Tuke  (Berks,  Oxon  and  S. 
Bucks)  could  only  call  the  whole  thing 
“completely  and  utterly  futile.” 

K.  S.  L<»xan  (Gla.sgow  and  West  of  Scot¬ 
land)  went  so  far  as  to  suggest  that  tliey 
had  been  liglitinK  a  htsiiig  battle.  Tyre 
shops  were  offering  terms  which  were  not 
in  the  Tyre  Plan  at  all.  To  let  the  present 
plan  go  on  would  h‘a«l  to  chaos  to  an  extent 
tliat  no  plan  could  work  at  all. 

Mr.  Smith  retorted:  “Don’t  let  us  give 
up  and  end  on  a  note  of  defeat.”  The 
matter  was  to  be  taken  up  again  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  T.T.J.C.  They  had  got 
to  carry  on  the  fight  to  keep  the  tyre  trade 
“within  the  family.” 

The  matter  was  left  on  this  note,  but 
not  before  critici.sms  had  been  made  of  the 
delay  in  getting  the  initial  information  to 
members,  and  that  the  National  Executive 
should  have  acted  quicker  on  behalf  of 
membei%. 

Whither  the  “five-percenters”? 

Next  there  was  quite  a  furore  over  an 
agenda  item  dealing  with  the  car  distribu¬ 
tion  scheme,  with  a  specific  reference  to 
the  controversial  five  per  cent.  Introductory 
commission.  The  recommendation  was 
that  the  manufacturers  be  asked  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  to 
re-examine  the  distribution  plan. 

This  vague  reference  appeared  to  Dennis 
Foot  (Western  Counties)  as  “baulking  the 
issue”  and  a  means  of  escaping  discussion 
and  criticism  from  members.  F.  F.  Griffin 
supported  this  view.  What  suggestions 
were  to  be  put  to  the  manufacturers?  he 
asked.  They  should  go  forward  with  a  set 
Dlan  based  on  the  known  wishes  of  mem¬ 
bers,  not  give  a  “blank  cheque”  to  a  com¬ 
mittee. 

From  this  the  issue  developed  Into  a 
neated  discussion,  centring  largely  on  the

future  of  the  “five-percenters.’’  and  whether 
or  not  that  five  per  cent,  commission  should 
become  a  discount,  the  trader  concerned 
carrying  the  sale  all  the  way  through. 

'There  was  some  sympathy  for  the  small 
man,  but  this  sympathy  was  tempered  by 
the  sort  of  reasoning  that  .said  it  was  too 
much  to  expect  a  distributor  or  dealer  to 
give  a  discount  to  a  repairer  when  the 
latter  had  done  nothing  to  compare  with 
their  capital  outlay  In  building  up  a  busi¬ 
ness  and  providing  proper  showrooms  and 
facilities. 

S.  M.  Caffyn  took  the  meeting  back  to 
the  phrasing  of  the  recommendation  and 
said  it  had  been  worded  thus  because  it 
was  thought  likely  that  the  manufacturers 
would  introduce  wider  issues,  and  they 
wanted  to  be  able  to  face  up  to  them. 

Left  on  the  table 

However,  a  suggestion  was  then  made 
that  the  matter  be  left  on  the  table  for 
two  months,  by  which  time  things  were 
likely  to  have  sorted  themselves  out. 

This  line  of  action — or.  rather,  inaction 
— was  supported  by  .\.  S.  Fosh  (Metropoli¬ 
tan),  who  added  that  at  the  moment  there 
was  no  difficulty  in  getting  rid  of  the 
vehicles  delivered  to  them.  By  approach¬ 
ing  the  manufacturers  now  it  would  seem 
that  they  were  pleading  with  them,  whereas 
later  on,  when  market  conditions  changed, 
the  position  would  be  in  the  trade’s  favour. 

Harold  Smith  stood  up  to  urge  “action 
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now."  There  was  nothing  new  about  thLs 
issue,  and  there  was  a  clamour  about  it  in 
the  trade.  Something  had  got  to  be  done. 

But  the  suggestion  that  the  matter  be 
left  over  for  two  months  (actually,  with 
August  being  skipped  by  the  council,  it 
will  be  three  months)  had  found  a  .sym¬ 
pathetic  hearing  and  was  adopted  by  a 
small  majority;  though  not  before  tol. 
.\rthiir  (luy  (National  Executive)  had 
uttered  a  warning  that  the  subject  was  one 
that  could  cause  a  lot  of  discord  within 
the  association. 

It  was,  he  felt,  soinethiiiK  tliat  was  within 
the  niainifactiirers’  province,  anil  the  .M.A.A. 
should  be  careful  not  to  make  decisions 
likely  to  lead  to  dissension  between  Its  own 
luemhers.  It  was  definitely  going  to  l>e  a 
l>rol)leni  in  the  future,  and  great  statesman¬ 
ship  and  tolerance  would  be  needed. 

Class  D  representation 

Highest  standard  of  debate  during  the 
whole  of  the  council  meeting  manifested 
itself  when  the  next  item  came  up :  the 
resolution,  from  the  South-Eastern  Divi¬ 
sion.  seeking  to  change  tiie  form  of  election 
<»f  the  council  to  make  it  propiirtionately 
representative  of  tlie  various  grades  of 
.>I..4..\.  memhersliip. 

The  aim  of  the  resolution  was  to  give 
greater  strength  to  the  mass  of  D  Class 
members  forming  the  bulk  of  the  associa¬ 
tion.  but,  influenced  without  doubt  by  im¬ 
pressive  .speeches  by  T.  t).  .Morris  and  S.  M. 
Caffyn  (National  Executive),  the  re.solutlon

was  rejected,  only  six  hands  going  up  in 
favour  of  it,  and  most  of  those  belonging 
to  South-Eastern  Division  representatives. 

It  was  one  of  those  cases  where  the 
speeches,  both  for  and  against,  were  so 
clear  and  comprehensive  that  little  could 
be  added  that  was  not  superfluous,  and,  ih 
fact,  little  was  added. 

Democracy  and  Justice 

The  resolution  was  moved  for  the  South- 
Eastern  Division  by  .\.  R.  Puttock  and 
A.  Tank,  but  was  pursued  most  persuasively 
by  T.  A.  Bacon. 

Was  it  democratic,  he  asked,  that  the 
alTairs  of  an  association  so  largely  composed 
of  little  men  should  be  in  the  control  of 
the  representatives  of  the  large  and  power¬ 
ful  firms?  However  well-intentioned  these 
ireople  might  be,  and  however  wise  their 
Judgment,  Justice  must  not  only  be  done, 
it  must  also  be  seen  to  be  done. 

To  those  who  argued  that  the  council  was 
open  to  all,  he  would  reply,  “So  is  the 
Ritz  Hotel.”  It  was  often  not  a  question 
of  ability  but  of  finance,  and  if  small  men 
could  not  afford  to  take  on  council  member- 
.ship  that  obstacle  of  finance  should  be 
removed.  It  was  a  question  of  whether  or 
not  the  council  were  prepared  to  accept  a 
democratic  principle,  which  wtiuld  be  the 
answer  to  the  aiKithetic  cynicism  spreading 
among  the  rank  and  tile  members  —  who 
formed  the  hard  core  of  the  association. 

Rising  to  the  challenge,  T.  O.  Morris  led 
off  by  saying  that  proportional  representa¬ 
tion  (Arthur  Guy  afterwards  insisted  that 
it  was  nothing  of  the  sort!)  was  only  put 
forward  by  the  minority  when  they  found 
themselves  outvoted. 

Not  question  of  finance 

If  the  principle  were  applied  it  would 
mean  that  these  small  men,  the  “inartlcu- 
lates”  of  the  trade,  as  Mr.  Bacon  had  called 
them,  would  be  the  representatives  of  the 
whole  16,000  when  it  came  to  speaking  to 
manufacturers  and  so  on. 

He  did  not  believe  it  was  a  matter  of 
finance  that  kept  the  D  Class  members  off; 
they  were  kept  off  by  the  majority  of  their 
own  class  voting  against  them.  In  other 
words,  they  preferred  the  distributors  to 
represent  them. 

The  point  was  made,  too,  that  the  dis¬ 
tributive  side  of  the  industry  bore  a  very 
big  responsibility — far  more  than  that  of 
the  smaller  traders. 

Then  it  was  claimed  that  democracy 
worked  efficiently  only  when  it  was  based 
on  a  simple  structure;  it  would  fall  with 
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Installed  and  used  by  the  majority  of 
Car  Manufacturers  and  their  Distribu¬ 
tors.

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the  complications  involved  in  proportional 
representation. 

Mr.  Caffyn  took  the  argument  about 
democracy  a  stage  further,  saying  that  it 
all  depended  on  what  was  understood  to 
be  the  meaning  of  the  word.  Surely.  If 
everyone  hud  a  free  vote  it  was  denuKrulle? 

No  Instance  had  been  put  forward  of 
anything  being  done  against  the  Interest 
of  the  small  traders;  the  .M..\..\.  could  claim, 
in  fact,  that  they  had  worked  in  their  in¬ 
terest  and  against  the  interest  of  tlie  big 
linns — since  the  war,  at  any  rate.  Most 
dissatisfaction  that  had  been  expressed  had 
come  from  the  big-firm  members. 

Distributors  employ  more 

It  was  a  matter,  too,  of  employment.  The 
distributors  employed  far  more  people  than 
all  the  Class  D  men  put  together.  As  an 
employers’  as.soclatlon.  proportional  repre¬ 
sentation  on  that  score  could  be  argued. 

Mr.  Caffyn’s  last  word  was  on  the  question 
of  the  “financial  ob.stacle.’’  lie  felt  tliat  if 
a  man  could  not  afford  to  take  llie  time 
oil  from  his  business  to  attend  to 
altairs,  it  was  not  right  to  encourage  liini 
away  from  it.  lie  believed  that  a  man 
should  huild  up  his  business  first  so  that 
he  could  afford  tlie  time. 

There  was  a  similar  resolution  from  Corn¬ 
wall  for  the  National  Executive  to  be 
established  also  on  a  proportionally  repre¬ 
sentative  basis,  but  in  view  of  the  fate  of 
the  South-Eastern  resolution,  this  was 
withdrawn. 

Petrol,  as  I  have  said.  wa.s  dealt  with 
quite  briskly,  little  discussion  following  the 
report  from  F.  II.  Olorenshaw,  who  said 
satisfactory  replies  had  been  received  from 
the  petrol  companies  in  respect  of  the 
M.A.A.’s  approach  to  them  in  the  matter 
of  free  gifts,  marking  of  the  globes  of 
pumps  delivering  “not  for  resale”  fuel,  and 
displaying  on  pumps  the  retail  price  of  the 
petrol. 

Zoning  here  to  stay 

Mr.  Olorenshaw  went  on  to  confirm  his 
belief  that  zoning  had  come  to  stay,  and 
drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  countries 
on  the  Continent  there  were  more  zones 
than  in  Britain. 

He  disclosed  that  the  drop  in  the  sales 
of  motor  spirit  in  1952,  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  had  been  followed  by  an  even 
bigger  drop  in  the  early  months  of  this 
.vear  —  an  indication  of  the  effect  of  the 
higher  tax. 

Against  this  was  the  fact  that  the  release 
of  motor  spirit  through  the  retail  trade  had 
gone  up.  and  the  release  to  commercial 


users  had  gone  down.  The  retail  trade  now 
sold  64.2  per  cent,  of  the  motor  fuel  used 
in  this  country. 

Voluntary  association 

A  resolution  from  the  Yorkshire  Division 
calling  for  an  alteration  to  the  rules  to 
make  it  necessary  for  an  applicant  for 
membership  to  present  himself  personally 
at  the  section  meeting  following  his  elec¬ 
tion,  and  subsequently  each  year  as  his 
renewal  became  due,  was  rejected. 

For  the  Yorkshire  Division  it  was  sub¬ 
mitted  by  It.  >Ic('ombie  .Metcalfe  and  F.  W. 
Webster  that  such  a  course  was  desirable 
from  the  point  of  view  of  being  able  to 
ascertain  the  trading  conditions  of  the 
applicant  and  as  a  means  of  increasing 
attendance  at  meetings  and  enlarging  mem¬ 
bership.  It  would  only  Involve  a  member 
in  compulsory  attendance  for  a  couple  of 
hours  once  a  year. 

But  it  was  this  “compulsory”  angle  that 
did  it.  I.eslie  Mace  (National  Executive) 
said  that  not  only  were  there  often  very- 
good  rea.sons  why  a  member  could  not 

attend  .section  meetings.  Imt  also  the  .M..\..\. 
was  hiiilt  on  a  voluntary  structure,  and 
lliat  liad  to  l)e  preserved.

Powor  liuillotines 

Anew  range  of  power  guillotines  has 
been  Introduced  by  F.  J.  Edwards,  Ltd., 
of  359-361,  Euston  Road,  London, 
N.W.l.

It  is  the  Egaspray,  a  spray  gun  made 
mostly  of  moulded  Bakelite  and  working  independently 
of  an  air  line.

The  use  of  Bakelite  for  the  body  of  the  gun  has  resulted 
in  a  lighter  tool  but  one  which  is  strong  and  well  in.su- 
lated.  Bakelite  is  aiso  resistant  to  chemicals  and  water. 

Portable  Lubricator 

A  SMALL  Chassis  lubricator  which  will  accommodate 
28  lb.  of  grease  and  be  easily  transportable  is  being 
marketed  by  the  Weaver  Manufacturing  and  En¬ 
gineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  Magna  Works,  Bedford. 

It  contains  a  36:1  ratio  high-pre.ssure  grease  pump 
which  has  a  long,  slow  stroke.

Although  most  new  cars  which  leave  the 
factories  are  eguipped  with  powerful  horns, 
there  are  still  some  car-owners  who  prefer  to 
give  their  vehicle  extra  distinction  by  fitting  a 
non-standard  horn. 

A  matched  pair  of  horns  which  should  prove 
popular  with  this  type  of  owner  is  being  mar¬ 
keted  by  Clear  Hooters,  Ltd.,  Hampton  Street, 
Birmingham.  19.  The  instruments  are  constructed 
of  die-cast  long-colled  air  column  projectors  and 
they  are  finished  either  all  black  or  black  with  a 
chromium  plated  top  cover.

One  of 
the  firms  which  have  been  producing 
these  acce.ssories  for  the  export  market  is 
I’rico-Folberth,  Ltd.  Great  West  Road,  Brent¬ 
ford,  Middle.sex.  They  are  now  making  them 
available  for  home  .sale. 

White  light  forward  and  red  to  the  rear 
or  orange  ih  both  directions  are  the  colour 
schemes,  and  the  indicators  can  be  bought 
in  sets  of  four  or  two.  Operation  is  by  a 
self-cancelling  time  switch  which  contains  a 
clockwork  mechanism.  This  gives  13  inter¬ 
mittent  flashes  in  10  .seconds,  and  then  auto¬ 
matically  switches  off.  Alternatively,  an 
illuminated  switch  can  be  used  which  does 
not  cancel  itself  but  contains  a  warning  light 
to  remind  the  driver  that  the  indicators  are 
working.

Low-€ost  Compresji^ed-Wood  Board 


Anew  low  cost  material  most  suitable 
for  body  building,  showroom  and  office 
fittings,  and  floors  and  walls,  is  soon 
to  be  introduced  to  the  British  market. 
It«  name  is  Bartrev  and  it  is  made  from 
compressed  wood  waste  and  a  resin  mixture. 

It  is  made  by  a  continuous  process,  said 
to  be  unique  in  this  country,  and  is  supplied 
in  a  flxed  width  of  4ft.  but  to  any  required 
length.  The  thickness  can  be  varied  from 
3/161n.  to  Jin.  By  virtue  of  the  continuous 
process,  the  material  is  uniform  in  quality, 
and  the  price  only  4d.  to  9d.  per  sq.  ft.,  ac¬ 
cording  to  thickness. 

Tests  on  density,  thickness  and  finish  are 
claimed  to  have  proved  the  value  of  the 
board  as  a  sound  structural  material  akin 
to  several  species  of  wood,  but  with  new 
and  Individual  properties.  Also,  as  manu¬ 
factured  with  the  recommended  resin  it  is 
vermin-free  and  sterile.  Additional  chemi¬ 
cals  can  be  added  to  the  raw  material  during 
processing  to  meet  any  peculiar  local  vermin 
or  fungus  menace.  It  complies  with  British 
Standard  non-lnflammablllty  requirements. 

The  board  is  workable  by  normal  joinery 
methods,  employing  hand  or  machine  tools. 

Several  different  finishes  are  possible, 
although  the  .smooth  .surface  of  the  unfaced 
board  will  take  such  washable  fini.shes  as 
varnish  or  cellulose,  or  even  a  wax  coat. 
Paint  or  distemper  can  also  be  applied.  The 
board  can  be  supplied,  however,  with  a  low- 
cost  paper  surface,  providing  a  perfect  key 
for  bru.sh  or  .spray  painting. 

Bartrev  board  lends  itself  extremely  well 
as  a  core  for  lamination  work  as  well  as 
being  suitable  for  bonding  with  wood 
veneers  or  plastic.

In  principle  that  may  be  laudable 
enough,  but  it  can  be  carried  too  far, 
like  other  good  things.  And  it  is  so 
when,  in  the  absence  of  the  Great  Man 
from  the  office,  everything  is  put  into 
the  “In”  tray  to  await  his  return.  The 
only  thing  for  it,  in  my  opinion,  is  to 
work  to  a  strict  “By  return”  rule  in 
the  handling  of  correspondence. 
Obviously  it  may  not  always  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  send  a  full  reply  immediately, 
but  the  Inquirer  can  at  least  be  assured 
that  his  business  is  receiving  atten¬ 
tion,  Printed  forms,  which  would  very 
likely  be  postcards,  are  the  right  pres¬ 
cription  in  many  cases.  Many  concerns 
use  them  regularly,  of  course,  but  my 
impression  is  that  some  dropped  the 
practice  during  the  war.  At  the  time, 
that  may  have  been  a  justifiable 
economy  measure.  But  conditions  are 
different  now. 


"By  return”  rule 

HAT  colleague  “Jhansi”  fumes  at 
the  way  some  people  handle 
their  correspondence  is  not  in 
the  least  surprising.  There  may  or  may 
not  be  something  in  the  crack  that  the 
motor  industry  was  kept  running  so 
long  on  Pool  that  it  has  got  sluggish, 
but  this  trouble  is  common  in  all  walks 
of  commerce.  Live  businessmen  have 
tw'o  complaints,  the  first  being  that  so 
many  firms  take  such  an  unconscion¬ 
able  time  to  answer  letters.  Before  the 
war,  it  was  usual  to  get  a  reply  by 
return.  Now,  it  is  never  surprising  if 
you  hear  nothing  for  a  week.  Even 
more  maddening  is  it  to  receive  a  note 
that  omits  to  mention  some  of  the 
points  one  raised,  thus  giving  the  im¬ 
pression  that  the  writer  had  not  both¬ 
ered  to  study  them.  Often  this  means 
getting  in  touch  with  him  again— and 
yet  further  delay.  Most  of  all  this  can 
only  be  due  tq  simple  slackness,  and 
nothing  else.  3ut  another  factor  may 
be  the  desire  of  some  executives  to 
handle  all  correspondence  personally. 


Next  thing,  perhaps 

OU  had  a  full  account  last  week 
of  the  plastic  car  bodies  that  were 
then  being  shown  at  Olympia.  It 
looks  to  me  as  if  that  exhibition  may 
prove  to  have  been  a  turning  point  in 
connection  with  this  development. 
Definite,  if  not  very  sensational,  pro¬ 
gress  has  been  made  with  it  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  Over  here  there  has  been  a  good 
deal  of  talk  and  speculation,  but  not 
very  much  more,  apart  from  the  work 
carried  out  by  a  few  experimenters. 
The  show  that  has  just  closed  altered 
the  situation,  however.  People  were 
able  to  see  plastic  bodies  “in  the  flesh,” 
for  the  first  time  in  the  vast  majority 
of  cases,  and  that  is  bound  to  have  its 
effect.  To  inspect  an  actual  creation 
is  always  vastly  more  impressive  than 
to  read  about  it  and  study  pictures, 
and  we  can  safely  take  it  that  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  customers  has  now  been 
thoroughly  aroused,  and  in  a  favour¬ 
able  direction.  Nor  is  it  to  be  doubted 
that  the  reaction  in  trade  circles  has 
been  similar.

“When  Staff  Move  Cars” 

Sir, — As  a  new  reader  I  would  like  to 
thank  you  for  the  many  interesting  and 
helpful  articles  printed  from  time  to  time 
In  “The  Garage  and  Motor  Agent.” 

Your  May  2nd  Terse  Talk  (“When  Staff 
Move  Cars”)  raises  a  point  in  which  I  in 
the  past  have  been  personally  affected  and 
can  therefore  speak  with  some  feeling — if 
not  with  actual  Judicial  knowledge. 

As  readers  are  no  doubt  well  aware,  the 
unauthorised  carrying  of  pa.ssengers  on 
limited  trade  plates  is  an  offence,  and  yet 
this  is  a  most  difficult  transgression  of  the 
law  to  supervise. 

If  a  man  is  given  a  car  to  deliver  200  miles 
away  and  is  previously  instructed  as  to  his 


responsibilities  as  regards  the  law  and  the 
requirements  of  the  employer,  and  he  sub¬ 
sequently  breaks  that  law,  the  employer  Is 
liable  to  prosecution  as  well — this,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  man  is  threatened  with 
dismissal  and  sufficient  other  form.s  of  dire 
retribution. 

It  would  appear  that  there  is  no  exemp¬ 
tion  from  this  for  any  normal  type  of  em¬ 
ployment,  but  I  often  wonder  why,  when  a 
constable  is  prosecuted  for  unnecessary 
force  in  carrying  out  his  duties,  the  Chief 
Constable  Is  not  prosecuted  as  well,  bearing 
in  mind  the  Judgment  of  the  Master  of  the 
Roll.s — quoted  by  you  :  “A  master  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  acts  of  his  servant  not  only 
when  the  acts  are  authorised  but  al.so  when 
the  acts  are  so  connected  with  the  work  as 
to  be  regarded  as  a  mode  of  doing  it.” 

Surely  it  should  be  sufficient  for  an  em¬ 
ployer  to  establish  that  the  act  was  com¬ 
mitted  without  his  knowledge  and  consent, 
and  that  the  offender  was  fully  aware  of  the 
penalties  that  could  be  incurred  both  in  a 
court  of  law  and  from  his  firm.

[On  the  face  of  things,  it  seems  ridiculous 
that  a  master  should  be  responsible  for  an 
unauthorised  act  of  his  employee  if  he  ex¬ 
pressly  warns  him  not  to  perform  that  act, 
even  if  the  act  comes  within  the  framework 
of  an  authorised  act.  However,  the  case 
mentioned  by  Mr.  Carrington  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  our  Legal  Adviser,  and  extracts 
from  his  comments  are  :  “In  this  case  we  are 
thrown  back  on  whether  the  servant  was 
acting  in  the  scope  of  his  authority.  One 
must  differentiate  between  acting  entirely 
outside  that  scope,  and  merely  doing  an 
authorised  act  in  an  unauthorised  way.  For 
example,  if  an  employer  instructs  his  driver 
to  drive  from  London  to  Newcastle,  and  the 
latter  drives  to  Plymouth  for  his  own  pur¬ 
pose,  he  is  outside  the  scope — he  is  doing  an 
entirely  unauthorised  act.  But  if  the  em¬ 
ployer  told  him  to  drive  to  Newcastle  and 
the  servant  drove  there  by  a  circuitous 
route,  .’fay,  via  Oxford  and  Birmingham,  he 
is  merely  doing  an  authorised  act  in  an  un¬ 
authorised  way,  even  though  his  instruc- 
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tions  were  that  no  deviation  from  A.l  was 
allowed.  The  offence  of  J7iisusing  a  car  car¬ 
rying  trade  plates  is  expressed  by  Section  15 
of  the  Vehicles  (Excise)  Act,  1949,  in  these 
terms  .  .  ‘If  any  person  who  is  the  holder  of  a 
trade'licence  issued  under  this  Act  uses  (not 
wilfully  uses)  on  a  public  road  .  .  .  etc.’  If 
the  servant  was  within  his  authority  then 
the  master  has  ‘used’  the  car.  Here  the  court 
obviously  took  the  view  that  the  servant 
was  doing  an  authorised  act  in  an  unauthor¬ 
ised  manner.’’  The  answer  to  Mr.  Carring¬ 
ton’s  point  about  Chief  Constables  is,  of 
course,  that  they  do  not  employ  the  officers 
under  their  command. — The  Speaker.  |

In  case  there  are  some  who  think  I  am 
exaggerating  I  would  remind  them  of  what 
the  last  Labour  Chancellor  told  an  audience 
at  Exeter  a  week  or  so  ago  :  “The  next 
Labour  Government  might  consider  widen¬ 
ing  the  .scope  of  death  duties  to  take  in 
company  shares,  so  that  the  State  gradually 
owned  more  and  more.  It  may  well  be  that 
the  State  will  take  the  place  of  the  private 
shareholder.’’ 

Well,  there  is  the  “writing  on  the  wall” 
and  it  would  be  almost  criminal  for  our 
manufacturers  to  Ignore  it.

What  of  Russia? 

HE  change  in  orientation  of 
Soviet  policy,  whatever  it  may 
ultimately  prove  to  be,  may 
clearly  have  economic  as  well  as  poli¬ 
tical  results.  Spieculation  at  present 
centres  on  the  former,  and  quite 
naturally,  but  it  is  certainly  possible 
Russia  may  be  destined  to  become, 
under  the  new  regime,  a  commercial 
power  of  vastly  increased  importance. 
Improved  relations  between  the  East 
and  West  could,  and  probably  would, 
mean  stronger  competition  from  the 
U.S.S.R.  in  world  markets. 

That  might  apply  in  the  case  of  industrial 
vehicles,  which  are,  of  course,  in  quantity 
production  at  a  number  of  Soviet  plants.  It 
Is  in  fact  claimed  that  the  output  exceeds 
our  own,  and  although  reliable  figures  are 
lacking  it  may  well  be  great  enough  to 
enable  a  substantial  export  trade  to  be  de¬ 
veloped.  Russian  c.v.s  are  produced  in  a 
considerable  variety  of  types. 

Real  service 

The  ca.se  for  reducing  the  weights  of  goods 
vehicles  preached  for  so  long  in  this  feature. 
Is  now  generally  accepted  by  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry.  Savings  can  naturally  be  effected 
most  readily  in  the  bodywork,  and  mainly 
by  the  substitution  of  light  alloys  for  steel 
In  the  construction  of  panels  and  so  on. 

As  readers  will  be  aware,  the  Northern 
Aluminium  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Banbury,  are  lead¬ 
ing  suppliers  of  such  materials,  and  have 
further  undertaken  extensive  development 
work  on  their  application  to  vehicle  con¬ 
struction.  Their  experiments  were  begun 
well  before  the  war,  and  have  been  actively 
pursued  ever  since.  They  have  paid  particu¬ 
lar  attention  to  the  possibilities  of  standard¬ 
ising  sections,  with  the  object  of  reducing 
production  costs  besides  simplifying  pro¬ 
cedure  for  designers  as  well  as  in  the  shops.

Lightness  advances 

Among  recently  -  produced  light  body 
vehicles,  several  have  been  of  rather  special 
interest.  One  is  a  bulk  transporter  for  malt 
or  barley,  of  which  It  will  take  10  tons, 
which  Is  of  the  tipping  type,  mounted  on 
a  Tasker  trailer,  drawn  by  a  Perkins-engined 
Dodge  tractor.  This  was  built  by  Sparshatts, 
the  well-known  Portsmouth  concern,  the  tip¬ 
ping  gear  being  a  twin-ram  Edbro.  Their 
customers,  a  Midlands  firm  of  maltsters, 
find  this  type  of  transport  much  more  eco¬ 
nomical  to  operate  than  drop-side  lorries. 

A  similar  conclusion  has  been  reached  by 
the  Vitovls  people,  who  now  have  in  service 
a  7-ton  tipper  for  bringing  grain  from  the 
farms  to  their  mill.  It  Is  based  on  a  Bed¬ 
ford  cha.ssls.  and  the  builders  were  Loco¬ 
motors,  Ltd.,  of  Andover. 

Developed  by  Anthony  Holsts,  Ltd.,  In  con¬ 
junction  with  Northern  Aluminium,  Is  a 
tipper  with  a  welded  body,  the  first  of  Its 
kind.  After  extensive  trials  It  was  put  into 
■service  by  the  North  Thames  Gas  Board, 
who  use  It  for  handling  coke  and  breeze. 
This  type  of  load  causes  very  rapid  deterio¬ 
ration  of  steel  bodies,  but  the  all-alloy  tip¬ 
per  Is  still  In  excellent  condition  after  more 
than  a  year’s  service. 

Mention  of  that  metal  reminds  the  writer 
that  tinted  aluminium  paints  have  now 
been  developed,  apparently  with  success. 
Various  colours  can  be  obtained  and  It  may 
be  suppo.sed  that  the  new  finl.sh  will  shortly 
be  marketed.

DRAFT  REGULATIONS  ON  REVERSING  LIGHTS 

REFLECTORS  AND  REAR  LAMPS  BEING  CONSIDERED 


BII.L  AWAITS  KOYAI.  ASSKNT 

HE  use  of  reversing  lights  on  vehicles 
will  be  legalised  when  the  Road  Trans¬ 
port  Lighting  (Rear  Lights)  Bill  be¬ 
comes  law.  This  Bill  has  now  passed 
through  all  Its  stages  in  both  Houses  of 
Parliament  and  is  awaiting  Royal  Assent. 

Under  Clause  4  of  the  Bill  the  Minister 
of  Transport  is  empowered  to  prescribe  by 
regulations  the  conditions  subject  to  which 
such  lamps  may  be  used. 

As  this  clause  will  become  operative  im¬ 
mediately  after  Royal  Assent  is  given,  the 
Minister  has  issued  a  draft  of  the  Road 
Vehicle  Lighting  (Reversing  Lights)  Regu¬ 
lations.  1953.  he  proposes  to  make,  and  re¬ 
quests  that  any  observations  by  interested 
parties  upon  the  terms  of  the.se  draft  regu¬ 
lations  should  be  submitted  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  and.  in  any  case,  not  later  than  July 
15  next. 

The  draft  gives  the  following  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  regulations: — 

(1)  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  con¬ 
text  otherwise  requires,  the  expression 
“reversing  light”  means  a  lamp  which  is 
carried  by  a  vehicle  and  shows  a  white 
light  to  the  rear  for  the  purpose  of  revers¬ 
ing.  (2)  No  vehicle  shall  carry  more  than 
two  reversing  lights. 

(3)  Every  reversing  light  shall  comply 
with  the  following  conditions: — (1)  It  shall 
be  illuminated  by  electricity:  (li)  it  shall 
be  so  constructed  that  It  cannot  be  switched 
on  otherwi.se  than  either  (a)  automatically 
by  the  engagement  of  the  reverse  gear  of 
the  vehicle;  or  (b)  by  the  operation  of  a 
switch  by  the  driver  of  the  vehicle,  being 
a  switch  which  serve.‘  no  other  purpose. 

(ill)  The  power  of  the  electric  bulb  or 
the  total  power  of  all  such  bulbs  \'lth 
which  it  is  fitted  shall  not  exceed  24  waots: 
(Iv)  It  shall  be  fitted  with  frosted  glass  or 
other  material  which  has  the  effect  of 
diffusing  the  light;  and  (v)  it  shall  be  so 
constructed,  fitted  and  maintained  that  the 


beam  of  light  emitted  thereby  is  perman¬ 
ently  deflected  downwards  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  is  at  all  times  Incapable  of 
dazzling  any  person  who  is  standing  on  the 
siiine  horizontal  plane  as  the  vehicle  at  a 
greater  distance  than  ‘ioft.  from  the  light 
and  whose  eye-level  Is  not  less  than  :ift.  (»ln. 
above  that  plane. 

(4)  Where  a  reversing  light  is  so  construc¬ 
ted  and  fitted  that  it  can  be  switched  on 
by  the  operation  of  a  switch  by  the  driver 
of  the  vehicle,  the  vehicle  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  device  .so  fitted  as  to  be  readily  vis¬ 
ible  to  the  driver  at  all  times  when  in  his 
.seat  and  so  designed  as  to  indicate  when  the 
reversing  light  Is  showing  a  white  light  to 
the  rear. 

(5)  No  reversing  light  on  a  vehicle  sliall 
show  a  white  light  to  the  rear  except  in 
so  far  as  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
reversing  the  vehicle. 

The  Minister  is  also  considering  the 
nature  of  the  new  or  revised  regulations 
which  will  need  to  be  made  in  respect  of 
rear  reflectors,  rear  lamps  and  multi-pur¬ 
pose  lamps  under  other  clauses  of  the  Bill 
when  those,  respectively,  become  operative. 

Propo.sals  on  these  matters  will  be  circu¬ 
lated  in  draft  for  comments  in  due  course 
and.  eventually,  any  regulations  made  on 
them,  together  with  those  on  reversing 
lights,  will  be  Incorporated  In  a  new  con- 
•solldated  Lighting  Regulations,  to  super¬ 
sede  the  Road  Vehicles  Lighting  Regula¬ 
tions.  1950.

BIT  NETT  PROFIT  DOWN 

Although  F.  Perkins.  Ltd.,  of  Peter¬ 
borough.  had  a  record  turnover  of 
£11.374.203  for  1952.  an  Increase  of 
£2.025.219  over  their  1951  figure,  the  nett 
profit,  after  charging  all  working  expenses 
and  depreciation,  amounted  to  £710.433  for 
thq  year,  as  compared  with  £926.875  for 
1951. 

In  his  statement  issued  with  the  accounts 
of  the  company.  Chairman  and  Managing 
Director  Frank  Perkins  explains  that  this 
drop  in  the  nett  profit  was  due  to  their 
having  to  place  orders  on  the  Continent 
at  a  considerably  Increased  cost  for  large 
quantities  of  steel  aud  cast  iron  components 
which  were  in  short  supply  in  this  country.

.Many  countries  produciiiK  primary  and  agri- 
cult  iiral  pnHiucts  are  anxious  to  obtain  a 
premium  on  the  world  price  of  tlieir  pro¬ 
ducts  when  disposing  of  tlieni  to  the 
British  Government. 

“Refusal  to  buy  at  unduly  high  prices 
gives  them  the  opportunity  of  putting  the 
blame  for  this  dlflBculty  on  our  Govern¬ 
ment.  If  bulk  purchasing  were  abandoned 
by  the  British  Government,  and  private 
buying  re-introduced,  the  countries  produc¬ 
ing  primary  products  would  be  obliged  to 
sell  at  world  prices.

surplus  is  to  encourage  local  lndustrlall.sa- 
tlon.”

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NIGHT  PARKING  IN  STREETS 

LONDON  GARAGISTS  ALAKMKD  AT 
GROWING  I'RAC'TICK 

Grave  concern  about  the  growing  practice 
of  motorists  parking  their  cars  without 
lights  at  night  in  the  streets  and  .squares 
of  London  was  again  expressed  at  the  busi¬ 
ness  meeting  of  West  London  Motor  Traders 
A.ssoclation  on  Monday. 

It  had  been  decided  at  a  previous  meet¬ 
ing  to  sehd  a  letter  to  the  Ministry  of 
Transport  voicing  the  association’s  concern 
about  this  matter,  and  suggest iiig  that  this 
dangerous  practice  should  lie  stopped  with¬ 
out  delay. 

The  reply  from  the  Ministry,  which  was 
read  at  Monday’s  meeting,  stated  that  it 
was  not  their  responsibility,  but  was  a 
matter  for  the  police.  A  letter  was  then 
sent  to  the  Assistant  Commissioner  at 
Scotland  Yard  drawing  his  attention  to  the 
large  number  of  cars  garaging  and  parking 
without  lights  at  night  in  West  End  streets, 
but  the  reply  received  stated,  in  effect,  that 
nothing  could  be  done  in  the  matter. 

Commenting  upon  this  attitude  of  the 
police,  the  President  said  that  iiotiiing 
could  be  done  by  them  if  the  vehicle  was 
not  causing  an  obstruction.  Further,  tiie 
|M>tlce  would  not  act  as  agents  to  drive  cars 
into  garages. 

M.P.s  TO  BE  APPROACHED 

The  most  constructive  suggestion  of  the 
evening  was  a  proposal  by  a  member  that 
the  association  should  arrange  to  hold  a 
dinner  in  the  House  of  Commons,  at  which 
West  End  garage  owners  could  talk  to 
Members  of  Parliament  about  this  street 
parking  problem  and  get  them  to  ask  ques¬ 
tions  in  the  House.  The  Minister  of  Trans¬ 
port  would  then  have  to  take  notice  of 
the  matter. 

The  proposal  was  referred  back  to  the 
council  for  them  to  set  up  a  sub-committee 
of  garage  owners  to  go  into  the  proposition 
and  get  in  touch  with  M.P.s. 

It  was  announced  at  the  meeting  that 
for  the  association’s  social  outing  this  year 
provisional  arrangements  had  been  made 
with  the  Cunard  Steamship  Co.  for  a  visit 
to  one  of  the  “Queen^.” 

One  of  the  dates  suggested  was  August 
18th.  for  a  visit  to  the  “Queen  Mary."  The 
meeting  decided  upon  this  date,  and  all 
members  are  being  circularised  asking  them 
if  they  wish  to  attend  the  party,  which  is 
to  be  a  mixed  one.

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BATTERY  SALES  ARE  UP,  BUT  PROFITS  DOWN 

DIFFICULT  YEAR  REVIEWED  AT  EXIDE  CONVENTION 


I.KAI)  I'KK'KS  PUOItl.KM 

ROBLEMS  encountered  in  battery 
trading  during  the  past  twelve  months 
were  reviewed  by  Director  II.  V. 
Scliolield,  M.C..  .M.I.E.E.,  of  Chloride  Bat¬ 
teries,  Ltd.,  in  his  opening  address  to  dele¬ 
gates  at  the  24th  Exide  Service  Agents’  Con¬ 
vention  at  the  Winter  Gardens,  Blackpool, 
last  week. 

“This  la.st  year  ha.s  probably  been  as  diffi¬ 
cult  as  any  we  have  ever  experienced,’’  he 
declared,  “but  we  w’elcomed  it  with  open 
arms.  The  freeing  of  the  lead  market  in 
October,  1952,  Instantly  caused  the  price  to 
fall  from  £130  to  £100,  and  when  you  re¬ 
member  that  quite  apart  from  work  in 
progress  and  stocks  of  batteries,  we  had  lo 
have  siihstaiil iai  siiiiplies  of  lead  in  the 
pipeliiie  to  ensure  eontiniiity  of  prod  net  ion, 
yon  will  apprei'iate  tlie  extent  of  nnr 
prohleni.” 

He  went  on  to  remind  the  assembly  that 
in  the  spring  of  1952  the  company  were 
buying  lead  at  £180  a  ton.  When  the  price 
was  later  reduced  to  £130,  the  company  felt 
it  their  duty  to  reduce  their  prices  quickly, 
although  in  fact  they  were  .supplying  bat¬ 
teries  produced  from  lead  bought  at  £180. 
The  results  of  this  policy  had  been  reflected 
to  some  extent  in  the  parent  company’s 
balance  sheet.

Mr.  Schofield  was  addressing  more  than 
500  delegates  representing  the  motor,  radio 
and  electrical  trades,  who  had  travelled  to 
Blackpool  from  all  over  the  British  Isles.

GOVT.  1‘OIJCY  CONDE.MNED 

“Motor  taxation  Is  now  regularly  divert etl 
to  general  revenue  anti  far  too  sinall  a  pro¬ 
portion  Is  used  for  its  original  purpost‘, 
namely,  nnid  niaintenanee  and  develop¬ 
ment.”  declared  Ia*rd  Sandhurst,  Chairman 
of  the  British  Road  Federation,  at  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  the  federation 

“Only  by  spending  money  to  improve 
roads  and  build  new  ones  can  the  move- 
nqent  of  traffic  be  improved,”  he  went  on. 
“The  fact  stands  out  that  Britain  has  the 
slowest  traffic  in  Europe.  This  means 
higher  costs  on  g«>ods  both  for  the  export 
and  the  home  market.” 

Citing  the  fact  that  revenue  from  motor 
taxation  increased  year  by  year,  while  the 
proportion  made  available  for  roadwork  de¬ 
creased,  he  pointed  out  that  in  the  current 
year  the  money  made  available  for  mainten¬ 
ance  had  been  cut  by  over  4  per  cent. 

With  the  Increased  costs  of  wages  and 
materials,  this  would  mean  that  in  some 
counties  roadworks  generally  would  be  re¬ 
duced  by  as  much  as  15  per  cent,  and  sur¬ 
facing  by  25  per  cent.^a  serious  situation. 

He  could  not  undenstand  how  the  Select 
Committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
had  received  no  convincing  evidence  of  the 
deterioration  of  the  roads.  From  the  evi¬ 
dence  contained  in  the  committee’s  report, 
which  he  had  read  most  meticulously,  it 
seemed  to  empha-sise  the  opposite  view. 

“In  the  case  of  roads,”  he  added,  “ade¬ 
quate  maintenance  hits  not  Ireen  carried 
out  since  before  the  war.  and  there  Is  the 
additional  element  of  obsolescence  Intensi¬ 
fied  by  an  e\er-lncreaslng  How  of  tralllc.” 

Lord  Sandhurst  al.so  attacked  the  Govern¬ 
ment  for  the  delay  in  the  raising  of  the 
speed  limit  for  heavy  goods  vehicles  from 
20  to  30  m.p.h.  The  Minister  of  Transport 
had  accepted  the  case  for  the  increase. 
Parliament  had  debated  it,  it  had  been 
examined  by  the  Committee  on  Road  Safety, 
and  general  agreement  had  been  secured. 

All  that  was  required  of  the  Minister 
was  to  make  an  Order,  but  the  delay  had 
gone  on  and  on,  and  there  was  still  no 
sign  of  action.

Keeping  the  thread  of  goodwill  intact 


Leading  a  strike 

HERE  is  a  buyers’  strike  and  I 
am  leading  it.  I  am  about  to 
replace  my  radiogram,  which  re¬ 
quires  basic  attention  due  to  wartime 
neglect.  Four  dealers’  names  have 
been  mentioned  to  me,  and  every  one 
of  the  four  has  failed  to  render  service 
to  me  in  the  past  and,  consequently, 
I  have  refused  to  deal  with  any  one 
of  them. 

It  is  not  a  question  of  my  being  un¬ 
reasonable.  I  certainly  set  a  high 
standard  for  service:  I  believe  if  you 
are  a  good  payer  and  you  give  folk 
the  chance  to  serve  you  they  should 
get  on  with  it.  I  well  know  that 
many  of  you  run  general  businesses  in 
which  radios,  cycles  and  firearms  are 


sold,  and  you  do  all  you  can  for  your 
customers. 

Now  one  of  these  firms  was  asked 
by  me  to  send  a  set  of  record  cata¬ 
logues.  At  the  end  of  six  weeks  no  ¬ 
thing  had  happened.  It  so  happens 
that  I  asked  a  friend  of  mine  who  is 
also  a  customer  to  order  them  for  me. 
He  has  no  faith  in  this  firm  and  writes 
them  down  as  dozy.  After  all  that 
waiting  I  had  to  send  to  the  makers 
of  the  records  to  get  the  catalogues. 

A  second  dealer  was  asked  to  supply 
a  radio  and  also  to  see  that  it  kept 
working.  I  offered  to  pay  for  one  of 
his  staff  to  make  a  weekly  visit  and 
check  that  the  batteries  were  in  order 
(it  is  a  portable  set).  He  was  too  tired 
to  do  anything,  and  as  a  result  I  have 
cut  him  off  the  list.

Another  one  came  along  with  a  very 
glib  explanation  about  the  inter¬ 
changeability  of  radio  valves,  whereas 
I  knew  the  makers  of  my  set  would 
not  fit  a  particular  valve  without  hav¬ 
ing  a  reason  for  it.  I  checked  back 
with  them  and  they  told  me  that  par¬ 
ticular  valve  which  had  failed  in  my 
set  was  currently  available,  and  that 
there  was  no  need  for  a  substitute  to 
be  offered  to  me.  I  thereupon  ordered 
the  correct  valve  —  that  is  about  15 
months  ago  and  I  still  haven’t  received 
it.  so  that  is  another  dealer  off  the 
list. 

I  don’t  call  that  sort  of  thing  ser¬ 
vice,  but  it  is  typical  of  a  time  in 
which  everybody  seems  to  require 
pushing  before  they  will  do  anything. 
Even  my  doctor  got  cross  the  other 
day  as  he  harried  one  of  his  own 
brethren  to  chase  up  some  equipment

Business 
may  be  hard  to  get  sometimes,  but 
very  often  it  is  there  for  the  taking 
if  you  look  the  right  way  and  don’t 
break  that  slender  thread  which  is 
goodwill,  and  which  makes  all  the 
difference  to  your  end  of  the  business. 
Some  people’s  goodwill  is  a  very  easily- 
broken  thread  —  mine  is.  Its  worth 
making  an  extra  effort  to  keep  us 
happy  you  know.
